Claims 1, 2, 4 

Document 1 cited in the ISR describes a multilayer tube comprising low-permeability resin 
materials. Moreover, the tube of Fig. 3 shows the example having two layers consisting of PPS in view 
of the description of cited document 1 (Par. Nos. [0020] and [0021]). 

The inventions described in claims 1, 2 and 4 comprise a part of multilayer tube described in 
docxmient 1, and they do not appear to involve an inventive step. 

Claims 1,2,4-7 

The inventions described in claims 1, 2 and 4-7 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on the inventions described in document 1 and document 2 cited in the ISR.

Documents 1 and 2 do not describe the invention described m claim 3, nor is this obvious to a 
person skilled in the art. 
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
